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1 . Scope — Requirements of ferro-silico-zirconium used in iron and steel industry, 

2. Grades — - Ferro-silico-zirconium shall be of three grades as specified in Table 1 . 

3. Supply of Material 

3.1 General Requirements — According to IS : 1387-1967 'General requirements for the supply of metal- 
lurgical materials (first revision)' . 

3.2 The material shall be supplied in the form of properly cleaned lumps free from any slag and non-metallic 
residues. 

4. Chemical Composition — The chemical composition of the material when determined in accordance 
with IS : 3294 'Methods of chemical analysis of ferro-silico-zirconium {under preparation)' , shall be as 
given in Table 1 . Till IS : 3294 is published, the method of chemical analysis shall be as agreed to 
between the purchaser and the manufacturer.

6.1 Packing — The material shall be supplied, packed in suitable containers in quantities, mutually agreed 
to between the purchaser and the manufacturer. 

6.2 Marking — The material shall be marked with the following details : 

a) Manufacturer's name or trade-mark, and 

b) Grade designation. 

6.3 Certification Marking — Details available with the Bureau of Indian Standards. 

7. Sampling — In accordance with IS : 1472 (Part l)-1959 'Methods of sampling ferro-alloys, Part I'.
